DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment and accompanying remarks filed 03/28/06 have been fully 
considered and entered. Claims 1-13 have been canceled and new claims 14-30 have been added 
as requested. Applicant's cancellation of claims 1-13 renders moot the indefinite and prior art 
rejections set forth in the last Office Action. Applicant's amendments are found patently 
distinguishable over the prior art made of record. As such, claims 14-30 are allowable for 
reasons set forth herein below. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 14-30. 
Claims 14-30 are found allowable since the prior art made of record fails to teach or 

fairly suggest a base textile having a compound containing IR pigments supported on the first 
side and a free-standing polyester film fixed to the second opposite side of the base textile, and 
an exposed face of the free-standing polyester film having a vapor-deposited coating defining an 
outer surface. An updated art search produced the closest prior art of Hellwig, US 4,654,704 and 
Hellwig, US 5,348,789. Both Hellwig references teach the limitation of providing a base textile 
but fails to teach providing the combination of an IR pigment containing coating on the first side 
of the textile and a free-standing polyester film having a vapor-deposited coating on the second 
opposite side. Thus, it is the position of the Examiner that claims 14-30 are allowable.
